The Vessel Going to Pieces on the Rocks 
eFifectual Efforts of Brave Rescuers 
to Reach the Doomed Bhip—Government 
Aid Summoned From Adjacent Ports— 
Certain Destruction Awaits the Big 
Ship Unless Help Comes Soon.

LONDON, Feb. 1,—The steamship Elder of 
the North German floyd Steamship Co., 
Capt. Heineicke, which left New York for 
premen on Jan. 23, went ashore during the 
past night on the Atherfield rocks, nine 
miles west of Ventnor, Isle of Wight. 

The Elder lies in a pretty comfortable post- 
tion in close proximity tothe coast-quard 
station. The coast gua en noticed the 
fog whistle of a big steamship blowing dur- 
ing the night, but as there are SO Many ves- 
sels passing up and down the channel no 
danger was anticipatec until suddenly rock - 
ets were scen to fare upward through the 
night mist and fog and then a steamship’s 
whistle was heard blowing the long uninter- 
rupted note of distress. 

The entire ccast- guard crew was immedi- 
ately summoned and the neighboring sta- 
tions promptly notified to send reinforce- 
ments tothe spot. The lite - boat of the coast 
guard station near Atherfield Rocks was 
then manned and sent out through the surf, 
Ry this time rocket after rocket was being 
sentup bythe steamship in distress,thus guid- 
ing the coast-guard life-boat to the spot 
where she was ashore. Atremendous sea was 
running as the life-boat put tosea, and in ad- 
dition it was bitterly cold, the wind freezing 
the water upon the lfe-savers’ boat oars and 
oliskins. The sea Was so heavy that as this 
dispatch is sent the life-boathas pot suc- 
ceeded in reaching the steamship. As the 
fog began to clear away early this morning 
the life-boat was seen still gallantly strug- 
lug to reach the Elder over which vessel the 
foam of heavy seas was breaking. It is De. 
lieved, however, that the life-savers will be 
able to rescue all the crew and passengers 
even if (he steamship Is unable to get off.

A TEMPESTUOUS VOYAGE, 


EXPERIENCE OF AMAIL STEAMER IN A HURRI- 
CANE, 

HAMFAX, Nova Scotia, Feb. 1.—The mall 
steamer Labrador from Liverpool had a very 
tempestuous passage, experigncing some 
heavy storms and suffering considerably. 
On the 26th ultimo a violent rtorm was en- 
countered which lasted all day. The wind 
blew with hurricane force and the ship was 
constantiy swept by enormous seas. 
Part of her rails, one gangway and a 


portion of the bulwarks were carried away. 
One of the crew was washed overboard, but 
the next big wave that swept the vessel 
landed bim back on deck without serious in- 
ury. The storm moderated in the evening, 
Gt next afternoon a tidal wave was ex. 

rienced, in which the steamer reeled and 
abored violenUy fora quarter of an hour. 
The passengers were greatly frightened by 
the alarming action of the ship, ali fearing 
that they were goingto the bottom. The 
cargo in the after-hold was considerably 
damaged.

Spain and France on the Verge

AN IMPUTATION OF BAD FAITH OFFI- 
CIALLY REBUKED, 


All Europe Anxiously Watching the Out 
come—An Organ of the Vatican Criti- 
cises Canadian Liberals—Superstition 
Among the Starving Russians—Rinder- 
pest Appearing in Germany. 


Paris, Feb. 1.—The Spanish Minister, the

entered a protest on behalf of the Spanish 
Government against the insinuations of bad 
faith against the Spanish ministry in regard 
to the commercial treaty negotiations, which 
are attributed to M. Ribot, the French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. It is rumored, it is 
claimed, that should the French Government 
decline to explain or disown tbe alleged ut- 
terances of M. Ribot the Spanish Minister 
will leave Paris on an indefinite leave of ab- 
sence and that diplomatic relations between 
Spain and France will be severed. 

The answer of the French Government is 
awaited with considerable anxfety in diplo- 
matic circles, for it is admitted that the 
European situation is suchthatany serious 
trouble bet n France and spain will nec- 
essarlly involve other countries inthe dis- 
pute, and this may cause a rupture of peace 
in Europe. 

The gravity of the situation can hardly be 
exaggerated, especially in view of the fact 
that it is now generally admitted that the 
key of the peace of Europeis in the posses- 
sion of Spain and that the internal troubles 
in that country are of anature tocause the 
utmost uneasiness. It is hoped, therefore, 
that the French Government will be able to 
give some explanation of M. Ribot's utter- 
ances, which will smooth over the present 
very rough state of affairs. 


A VOICE FROM THE VATICAN, 


AN ORGAN OF THE CHURCH CRITICISES THE 
CANADIAN LIBERALS. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 1.—Le Moniteur de Rome, 
diplomatic organ of the Vatican, publishes a 
leader of the highest importance bearing 
upon the political situation in Quebec. This 
journalis published in French and is ac- 
cepted as the organ of the authorities of the 
church and its expressions carry great 
weight, especially witn the clergy. The 
article in question may be taken as express- 
ing the views ofthe church in the present 
crisis. The article opens with general 
considerations on _ politics in Canada, 
especially in Quebec, and claims that in the 
present crisis all the honest and disinterested 
portion of the population, including the 
clergy, will gide with the Conservative party. 


Goes not, as a rule, take part M ‘politics. 
Speaking of the fallen Premier, the journal 
says: 

Mercier has suppleness, which makes for 
a time the bantering diplomat and rash gam- 
Dler. For a long time he posed as the repre- 
sentative of popular rights and religious in- 
terests. 

The Moniteur expresses its indignation that 
the Liberal press should have made political 
capital out of favors received from Rome and 
make people believe that the Pope approves 
of allthat the man who received them has 
done. The Moniteur continues: 

Certain newspapers have attempted to 
compromise the viewgof the church by asso- 
Ciating it with the dismissed Ministry. They 
say that it received its flattering approba- 
tion, andif these acts were intended not for 
the cause, but forthe man, when the orig- 
inator of an idea falls, perhaps through fate, 
perhaps by his own fault, the idea still lives 
on, invincible and immaculate... Thus was it 
with Canada and Mercier.“ 

Proceeding, the Moniteur gives the followjng 
hint to Mercier and his friends: 

For this reason the wisest have asked 
themselves if the whole future of Canada 
should be imperiled as a stake in this mur- 
derous combat. 

Further on the journal supplies the fol- 
lowing advice to Mercier: 

„Sometimes, returning to the life of Mr. 
Metier, wise people recall memories of great 
disgraces of kings and peoples. “These. Min- 
isters who fall or overreach themselves are 
buried in solitude. Mercier defends himself, 
but should he overcome fate he will not give 
calm and security to his country. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 
SUPERSTITION AMONG THE STARVING 
RUSSIANS—BRIEFS. 

St. PETERSEURG, Feb. 1.—The peasants of 
Riazau have been taught to believe that 
that to accept bis 
bounty means the loss of their souls, and 
that ali thus accepting will be stamped with 
the mark of the beast on their left hand. 
This amazing superstition is attributed to 
the prejudice of the Greek Russian clergy. 
Hunger typhus is spreading alarming/y. In 
large towns in the region of Odessa all the 
hospitals are filled and private beds are con- 
verted into hospitals. This is the state of 
affairs in Moskovskia and Viadomosti.

HURRY IN CARGOES, 

Pants, Feb. 1.—There were many exciting 
scenes at the various French ports yesterday, 
owing to efforts of shipmasters and con- 
signors to get their cargoes entered at the 
Custom-houses before the new commercial 
arrangements went into effect. A number of 
vessels arrived just in the nick of time to get 
their cargoes in under the old tariff. Several 
Spanish wine steamers arrived at Bordeaux 
at a minute before é o'clock lastnight. Their 
captains had driven the vessels at their top 
speed to make port, 50 that the wine they 
carried might escape the newand higher 
tariff, and they were very indignant when 
they went to enter their vessels and cargoes 
to fina the Custom-houses closed for the day, 
business being suspended at 6 o’clock sharp. 
One captain managed to get his papers ‘nto 
the hands of customs officials just as the bour 
struck. This, however, was ali that was 
necessary, and his cargo escaped the higher 
amy, which would have amounted to 6,000 
francs more than what was paid, owing to 
the captain's luck in getting to the Custom- 
hoase in time.

LEW WINTERS. 


Tragic Encounter of the Principals in a 
Barber Shop ~ Riddled With Buck- 
Shot— One Desperado Less — Cold- 
Blo .ided Murder in Washington—Con- 
fessed to Train Wrecking. 


LA JunTA, Colo., Feb, 1.—Lew Winters yes- 
terday was shot and instantly Killed by A. C. 
Hickman, The tragedy grew out ofa raid on 
a gambling den last Thursday night, which 
subsequent events have proved was being 
run by Ed and Lew Winters. When the place 
was raided by the pollee, under the leader- 
ship of City Marshal Lewis, the two Winters 
boys were placed under arrest and finally 
heavily fined and released from custody. 
They imputed the cause of their arrest to 
Hickman and sworean information against 
Hickman and two others for participating in 
the gambling. This was a cause for the ex- 
change of some bitter words, It is alleged 
that both the Winters boys sent Hickman 
word that they intended to kill him on sight. 

Friday evening about 7 o’clock Hickman 
and both the Winter boys’ met on the street 
and thelr few words ended in a resort to six- 
shooters. Both the Winters red simulta- 
neously, missing Hickman, but Silling his 
face full of powder, almost blinding him. 
The shots were returned, but without effect. 
The participants were promptly placed under 
arrest, but were released on bonds. 

Yesterday morning Hickman started fora 
barbershop, taking his Winchester. Ashe 
entered the door of Kenyon’s barber shop 
Lew Winters, who was in the shop, started 
forthe Dath-room, and at the same time 
pulling his gun. Hickman immediately 
raised his Winchester and fred, and Winters 
fell,the ball having passed through hig heart. 
Ed Winters was arrested, but Hickman is 
stillatiarge. Aninquest will be held over 
the dead body of Lew Winters to-day,

HOWARD J, SCHNEIDER KILLS FRANK HAMLINK, 
HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Féb..1.—An awful do- 
mestic tragedy was enacted in this city last 
night.

Schneider shot and instantly killed his 
brother-in law, Frank Hamlink, a young man 
21 years of age, and mortally wounded his 
wife, Amy Hamlink Schneider, The tragedy 
occurred on I street opposite NO.

The 
shooting was the result ofthe action of the 
Hamlink family in driving Schneider, who 
is said to be a worthless fellow, away from

The marriage was k a secret from 
bride’s father, Col. Hamlink, whois a prom- 
ment and well-to-do citizen, until a few weeks 
since, when a sister of Mrs. Schneider told 
him. To avoid trouble the father consented 
to make the best of it and for awhile 
the couple lived together in the 
home ot Col. Hamlink. Scehneider went 
from bad to worse, however, and finally be- 
gan to beat and abuse his wife. Col, Ham- 
link then drove him from the house. Since 
then Schneider has repeatedly tried to get 
audience with his wife, Dut without avall. 
Last night, while she was on der way to 
church, with her brother, Frank, and her 
sister, Miss Jennie, Schneider, who was 
lying in wait, opened fireonthem, with the 
result given above. Miss Jennie escaped and 
ga ve the alarm. Frank Hamilink was killed 
instantly by the first shot, and the murderer 
then shot his wife three times, mortally 
wounding her. Her recovery is impossible, | 
Schneider went direct to the nearest police 
station after the shooting and reported that 
he had killed a man in self defense. He was

GENTLEMEN—The work of another year is 

complete and we enter upon the second year 

of, the second decade of our history under 
even more favorable auspices than has ever 
before existed. The ever-constant, never- 
ceasing march of this Association from suc- 
cess to success, from victory to victory, 
astonishes even its most enthusiastic friends, 
while its enemies behold its triumphs with 
amazement and seem paralyzed with its 


progress. 

The natural premium system of life insur - 
ance as exemplified by this Association, of 
which it is the author, originator and practi- 
calexponent, has for the past eleven years 
been tested as by fire, and it has not been 
found wanting in any particular. 

ASSETS. 

We have increased our gross assets during 
the year 1891 from $38 ,850,178.90 to $4,349,202.09, 
being an increase for the year withina frac- 
tion of half a million dollars. 

RESERVE EMERGENCY SURPLUS FUND. 

Our Reserve Emergency or Surplus Fund 
has been increased during the year 1891 from 
$2, 772,285.80 to 88, 188, 220. 96, a net increase for 
the year of $882,935.14. This amount will be 
still further increased by the apportionment 
of the December Bi-monthly Call, which is 
mot included in the report. 

INTEREST RECEIPTS. 

Our interest receipts for the year have been 
$123,336.64. As this amount has been realized

SPECIAL EMERGENCY FUND. 

As provided by the resolution of Gen. 
Isaac H. Shields of Philadelphia and unant- 
mously adopted atthe annual meeting held 
Jan. 23,°1889, the Special Emergency Fund has 
been increased within the year from $250,000 
to $400,000, which amount is held in six of the 
strongest and leading banking corporations 
of our country. The object of this Spectal 
Emergency Fund, as provided in said resolu- 
tion, is to enable the Association to anticipate 
the payment of its death claims after an as- 
sessment has been made without being com- 
pelled to wait for the payment of such Mor- 
tuary Calls by the members, and the practical 
experience of the Association in connection 
with the Special Emergency Fund has fully 
demonstrated the wisdom displayed in the 
adoption ot the aforesaid resolution. 

8 INVESTED ASSETS. 

As will be shown by a detailed statement, 
which will be presented to each member of 
the Association, $194,000 have been invested 
during the past year in bond and mortgage, 
being a first lien upon improved property in 
the city of New York, increasing the amount 
of such loans held by the Association to 
$2,287,900, and producing an interest income 
to the Association of more than $100,000 a year. 
An examination of the detalled statement 
will show the date when each loan was made, 
the record book in which it is recorded by the 
city officials, the amount of the princi un- 
paid, the rate of interest, the value of the land 
mortgaged, the value of the buildings, the 
amount of insurance held by the Company on

death is scarcely more rigid or certain than 
the law of terminations from other causes. 
There always will be a certain percentage of 
the insured who will fail to continue their in- 
surance through the first year. There will be 
another percentage to whom the object of 
life insurance will no longer exist, and another 
percentage who become unable to make pay- 
ment of the premiums if they desired. This 
is mustrated by the fact that the ola system 
companies issued Jn 1890 888. 711, 283 of insur- 
ance,yet their increase in the volume of busi- 
ness in force atthe end ofthe year was but 
$437,928,000, showing a disappearance from 
their books ofan amount equal to more than 
half the insurance written for the year, or 
nearly $500,000,000, while their death claims 
for the same period were but a fraction 
greater than 10 per cent on their termina- 
tions, and the business of the management 
of a large Hfe insurance company is largely 
occupied in supplying freshly examined ap 
Plicants to e the place of those of the 
older members who shall have terminated 
their membership for the various other 
causes than by death, but it should be stated 
that such terminations are not an unmixed 
evil, for as these older members pass off the 

s of the company, the new members, 
freshly from the hands of the medical ex- 
aminers, take their places, and thus a con- 
stant change 4s occurring, which no doubt 
explains the fact thatthe mortality of a life 
insurance company forty or fifty years of age 
is scarcely greater than the mortality of the 
same company in the tenth or fifteenth year 
of its existence. For instance, the mortality 
of the New York Life in its seventh and tenth 
year of its existence was 80 per cent greater 
than Was the mortality of the same company 
in the forty-eighth year of its existence. 


OFFICIAL EXAMINATION. 

Outside and beyond the six examinations 
made by the Auditors of the Association dur- 
ing the past twelve months, the results 
thereof having been furnished to the mem- 
bers with their Bi-monthly Mortuary Calls, I 
am pleased in being able to report that early 
in the summer of 1891 Hon. A. L. Carey, Com- 
missioner of Insurance of the State of Nort h 
Dakota, and Hon. William G. Hayden, Actu- 
ary of that department, appeared at the office 
of the Association and notified the President 
of their intention to proceed with an official 
examination of the affairs of the Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Life Association. Being clothed 
with the authority of law, the books were at 
once placed at their disposal, and the heads 


of the various departments were made sud 
ject to their orders. After a thorough in 
vestigation of all the various departments 
of the Association,including the Death Claim 
Investment and Medical Departments, an 

upon the completion of thelr work they 
handed to the president and officers of the 
Association a report of the result of their 
findings. 

The commissioner’s report concludes as fol- 
lows, and in these words are embodied the 
views of both officers: 

Asa whole, I wish to state that the business 
of your Association has been conducted upun 
strict business principles, with extreme liber- 
ality and promptness in paying every honest 
death claim, and simply quote from the re- 
port of my actuary, which report I most 
heartily indorse, *‘that the accounts of the 
Association are so well arran and its sys- 
tem of checking from one department to an- 
other 80 thorough that any errors can be 
easily detected.’

financial condition of the Association that I 
shall be pleased to recommend the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Association to the citizens 
of the State of North Dakota.

Next in order came the report of the Second 


Vice-President, Henry J. Relnmund, which 


was heard with ¢lose attention and manifest 

pleasure.

To the President, Directors and Members of the 
Mutual Reserte Fund Lise Association: 


GENTLEMEN—The report of our esteemed 
President, which you like myself have 
doubtless been gratified and proud to hear, 
and which is so highly satisfactory and so 
comprehensive in detail that I will encroach 
upon your time only to nt outafew facts 
which indicate the steady progress and sta- 
bility of this great Association, and which 
consequently substantiate the permanence 
and success of the Natural Premium System 
of Life Insurance. 

The success of any undertaking is measured 
by its achievements and by the comparison 
of its results with those of similar enter- 
prises; and when these results eclipse those 
already pronounced successful we are com- 
pelled to acknowledge that the prosperity of 
the undertaking is established. 

Therefore, in order to impress you with the 
fact that the Mutual Reserve is a successful 
institution, I will contrast the history of its 
eleventh year with that of the eleventh year 
of the New York State Life Insurance Com- 
panies. Eliminating from this comparison 
for the time being, the three largest level 
premium companies, the Equitable, the Mu- 
tual, and New York Life, thus Combining the

Furthermore, the Mutual Reserve during 
the year 1891 disbursed in Death Claims over 
$805,000 more than did all these Companies 
combined duringthe corresponding year of 
each, the said disbursement by these Com- 
panies amounting to $1,484,422.91, while this 
Association paid to the beneficiaries of its 
deceased members $2,290,108.90, and still its 
income was less than three-fifths of the com- 
bined income of these Companies, the latter 
being %6,097,676.71, against our income of 
$3,704, 126.41. 

Notwithstanding the additional expense 
naturally resulting from the excess of new 
business, and the greater amount of insur- 
ance at risk, the expenses Of management of 
this Association for the year 1891 were nearly 
$384,000 less than the combined expenses of 
these Level Premium organizations, they 
being $1,343,357.30, or $8 to each $1,000 of 
insurance in force, while our expenses were 
but $959,759.46, or $4.46 to each $1,000 in force 
Dec. 31 last.

Counsel Burnham Reports Legislative 
Progress Toward That Salutary End. 

The report of Frederick A. Burnham, coun- 
sel of the association, is always anticipated 
with pleasure at the annual meetings of the 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association.

Efforts to Prevent the Destruction of 
Kaskaskia. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Feb. 1.—About fifteen

Okaw River, The work of keeping the cha: 
nel on the Missouri side was a fedious un@er- 
taking, and for two years the engineering 
corps worked on the dykes. Some - 
how or other the work progressed slowly, 
und when the winter of 1577 settled in only a 
small portion of the work was accomplished. 
In the 2 of 1879 re sa considerable 
rise in the Mississippi, and, despite the work 
of the Government engineers, the river in- 
undated the country north of Kaskaskia and 
united with the Okaw River. The Okaw 
River is narrow, but the current 4s very 
strong, and in the steamboat season the 
boats take this stream. The overfiow of 
the Mississippi made Kaskaskia an island. 
Kaskaskia is the oldest town in the State of 
Illinois, having been settled in 1682 b 
French under La Salle. It was the ca 
Illinois for years, and it was here th 
peopte of that State received Gen. LaFayette. 
he house where the reception was pels 
in honor of that patriot is said to 
still standing and in excellent condition. 
Kaskaskia is looked upon now as a burg of 
very little importance. It is located about 
seventy-five miles south of St. Louis and but 
Since the river 
hanged its course and now flows east of the 
little town it is quite difficult to get to old 
Kaskaskia. Capt. James Donahue, one of the 
oldest steamboat pilots, in speaking 
of the remarkable change made by the 
*“cut-ofmf,’’ said: ‘‘l was employed as 
a pilot by the Government Engineer Corps in 
1875, when work began on the dykes, etc., to 
keep the channel onthe Missouri side This 
work took us two years and was a “difficult 
job. When wefirst began the Okaw River 
was 670 feet from the town of Kaskaskia. 
When we were obliged to stap work on ac- 
count of the cold weather of the second year 
it was 800 feet from the town, In the spring 
the river nose very high and what work we 
did was ruined—the Mississippi and the Okaw 
were one. The old river course is filed up 
with dars clear down to St. Mary's Land- 
ing. The cut-off extends clear to 
Chester making what we term the Kaskaskia 
‘cut of.’ By the old river route Chester 
was twelve miles south of Kaskaskia; by tak- 
ing the new cut itis only seven miles. Since 
the river made this cut the old river is being 
rapidly filled up with 
former years a straight run 
be made from Kaskaskia to St. Mary's 
Landing and from there to Chester. Now a 
boat is obliged to take the cut to 
Chester and then steam northto St, Mary’s 
Landing. The old river can only be used 
now inextreme high water. The ghanging 
of the river’s course has practically made an 
island out of Kaskaskia, and within five years 
there won’t bea vestige of the town left. 
The currentis very strong in the river at 
this point and Is steadily washing the earth 
away.’’ 

Capt. Grapevine of the Missouri Pacific 
Trausfer boats is an old river man and re- 
members the old Kaskaskia landing. The 
people opposite the little hamlet (Missourt- 
ans) claim that in a very short period Kas- 
kaskia, once the capital of Illinois, will ve on 
Missouri soll. The old river bed, it is said, 18 
rapidly Alling up with sand-bars.

Mining Suit on Trial—News 
and Notes. 


The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
is engaged to-day in hearing arguments in a 
big mining suit of Colorado, The plaintiff in 
the lower court was Mr. Jahn Turch. a brother 
of the President of the Lafiin-Rand Powder 
Co, of this city. Mr. Turch was for several 
years connected with the powder company 
himself, but that was way Dack in the 508, 
when the house was known as Lafiin, Smith 


& Co. He left St. Louis in 1856 and went 
to Colorado, and has ved there 
ever since, He is well acquainted 
with all the old timers’’ of St. Louis, 
and feels at home here. He is suing the 
Colorado Central Consolidated Mining .Co. 
for possession ofa portion of the mining 
property the company is workingin Clear 
Creek County, and in the United States 
Circuit Court of Colorado he has twice been 
successful. He also has a suit pending for 
$500,000 damages but that will not be pressed 
until the Court of Appeals passes on the 
ejectment suit. The Colorado Central is 
a New York concern, the president 
of it being Paul Lichtenstein of that city.

A Surplus Payment for Each Keg of Beer 
Sold Placed to the Credit of the Dram- 
shop License—The Time Payment Plan 
Exposed Because the ‘‘ Post-Dispatch” 
Revelations Foreed Czar Zlegenhein 
to Prosecute All Delinquent Saloon- 
Keepers. ? 


William and James Foster were fined $300 in 
the Second Distriet Police Court Saturday, 
for keeping a dramshop without a license, 
Deputy Collector Dan Seigmund testified 
that the defendants had disobeyed the liquor 
law, the Fosters did nat deny the main facts 
at issue and Judge u fined them $300. 
Thus ended one of the forty-four suits 
against St. Louis saioon keepers, entered on 
the memorable 2ist of January in the local 
police courts, on complaint of Czar Ziegen- 
hein. Behind this endihg to an ordinary 
prosecution, there is, however, a significant 
story again illustrative of the ‘‘Ziegenhein 
method’’ in the City Collector's office. 
The course of court procédure in the Foster 
cases discloses certain business methods of 
the Excelsior Brewery Co. with Czar Ziegen- 
hein which are decidedly -startling in their 
evasion of the dramshop jicense laws. Those 


| methods, which have the City Collector for 


their sponsor, cannot fall to deprive the city 
of its legal revenue due from Jiquor licenses 
whenever tiley are employed. Ho make good 
these statementsa resume of the rise and 
fall of the Foster Bros.” establishment is in 
order. 

THE FOSTER SALOON. 

The saloon is situated on the southwest 
corner of Thirteenth street and Lucas av- 
enue, The present owners, William and 
James Foster, are colored, as are all their 
patrons, Napoleon Summerfield is the firm’s 
head bartender and chief adviser. The 
saloon stands ust off the great highway of 
Washington avenue, on the edge of a colored 
settlement. The building is a two-story 
brick, and, toall appearances, was once the 
barn of the residence situate on the north- 
west corner of Thirteenth and Washington 
avenue. Over the door, on Thirteenth street, 
a dingy sign gives the names of the former 
owners, Speticer & Counce. 

A representative of the Post-Di¢PaATcHu 
ventured into the saloon Saturday afternoon. 
Napoleon SummerfieM stood behind the bar, 
James Foster leaned on the counter, William 
Foster was at the time asleep in the Third 
District Police Station. Napoleon gave the 
story of the Foster Bros. saloon-keeping 
experience. The main points were stated by 
James Foster on the stand of the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court Saturday morning and re- 
iterated by William at the police station in 
the evening. The story told is substantially 
as follows: 

HOW IT WAS STARTED. 

J. W. Counce was the proprietor of the 
saloon up to the 10th of January. The Foster 
Bros. learned that he Was desirous of sell. 
ing out the day previous, and they concluded 
to 1 5 They called Summerfield to appraise 
the furniture and close the bargain. But 
Summerfield gaid: ‘'Let us, see the brewery- 
man first.“ The three read the beer sign of 
the Excelsior Brewery Co. and went tothe 
office of that concern ts learn whether 
Counce had mortgaged his stock to them. 
The brewery officiais Said he had not, but 
they advised the Fosters to consult them be- 
fore the bargain wibh Counce was made. 
Counce agreed to sell for $62.50. The brewery 
officials were summoned and they claimed $50 
as due from Counce for an unpaid balance on 
his license for the last six montns of 1891. 
Counce acknowledged the claim, the Fosters 
allege, and he received $10 in cash at one 
time, 50 cents in drinks and $2 in installments 
later on. The Fosters did not have $50, but 
they gave the brewery company their note 
for the amount and wrote to their mother, 
Mrs. Alice Foster, at that time a resident of 
Minneapolis, Minn., forthe money. She for- 
warded her enterprising sons, through the 
Farmers and Mechanics’ Bank of Minneapolis, 
a draft for $50 on the Chemical National Bank 
of St. Louis. The sons indorsed the draft and 
* it to the Excelsior Brewery Co. 's agent. 

e cashed it, returned the note and gave the 
Fosters a receipt of the following tenor: 

Received of Mrs. Alice Foster, through the Chemi- 
cal National Bank of St. Louis, from the Farmers 
and Mechanics’ Nationa] Bank of Minneapolis, $50, 
to be returned on demand. 

5 EXCELSIOR BREWERY Co. 

Counce gave the Fosters a receipt for $10, 
relinquished all claims to the stock and fix- 
tures and is how said to be in Sedalia. So the 
Fosters launched out into the saloon, keeping 
business. But the brothers and their shrewd 
friend, Napoleon, did not forget the license. 
They, at that time, nad a wholesome fear ot 
a $300 fine. 

**FIXING'’ THE LICENSE. 

They went to the Brewery Co.’s office before 
the grand opening ‘‘to see about the license. 
They allege that they spoke to Mr. J. Wink- 
elmeyer about it. At any rate they met one 
of the officials and this was their answer: 
Go right ahead, and do not mind about the 
license. Beer is worth $2 a keg, but try to 
pay as much extra on each keg as you can, to 
make up the license, and that will be all 
right.’’

THE FINE STAYED. 

Lawyer Henry R. Watson took the case of 
the Foster Bros. in charge to-day and made 
a motion before Judge Paxson to stay the $300 
fine imposed on them because they had been 
misled by the brewery company. Judge 
Paxson called up Mrs. Julia Foster and her 
son James. He examined the account 
with the Winkelmeyer Brewery Co. and 
at length staid the nne in regard to James, 
because the book contained the name of 
William Foster. ‘‘I will leave William fight it 
out with the brewery,’’ said the Judge.

A copy of the will of the late Mrs. Mary L. 
Tyler was filed in the Probate Court to-day, 
the original having been probated at Louis. 
ville, Ky., where Mrs. Tyler died. Most of 
her property is located here in St. Louis, and 
Mr. Williamson Bacon of this city is made 
one of the executors of the estate. The will 
bears the date of Mar 2, 1888. 
anda codicil is attached dated June 16, 1890. 
Mrs. Tyler first states in her will the amounts 
she advanced her children, namely: $95,600 
to her son, W. C. Tyler, now dead; $37,900 to 
her daughter, Mrs. Mary L. Johnson of 
Louisville; $83,300 to her daughter, Mrs. 
Silas 
Bent of this city; $30,000 to her daughter, 
Mrs. Emma Barrett, now dead; 
838, 400 to her daughter, Mrs. 
Alice Bacon of St. Louis; 846,900 to 


Mrs. Fanny S. Bayly of Louisville, and $31,000 | 


to her daughter, Miss Roberta Tyler of Louis- 
ville. To equalize the distribution of her 
property among her children now living and 
the heirs of tne deceased children, she 
divides her stock in the Tyler Real 
Estate Association as follows: To 
heirs of W. C. Tyler, 219 
shares; tothe heirs of Mrs. Emma Barrett, 
776 shares; to Mrs. Johnson, 7°6; to Mrs. Bent, 
842; to Mrs. Bacon, 791; to Mrs. Bayly, 706; to 
Roberta Tyler, 865 shares. The stock is valued 
at $500,000. To each of the surviving chil- 
dren is given $20,000 cash, and the widow 
of W. C. Tyler and the widower of Mrs. Bar- 
rett receive an equal amount.

In The Daughter’s Favor. 


To-day isthe opening day of the February 
term of the Circuit Court, and sessions were 
held in alli the divisions of the court. De- 
cisions were handed down by Judges Valliant 
and Fisher ina numberof cases which had 
been taken under advisement. In the case of 
Caroline Heuther-Neuhouse against Emma 
Eswin, Judge Valliant rendered an interest- 
ing opinion. 

This is a case where a mother sued her 
daughter for the possession of property 
which the mother alleged her daughter had 
prevailed on her to have deeded to her in the 
purchase, promising to convey it back, but 
later refusing to do so. Mrs. Neuhause at the 
time she purchased the property in 
question in 1890, was a well-to-do widow, 
owner of a restauranton Pine street, near 
Third, and her daughter acted as cashier. 
The mother’s name was then Heuther, she 
being a widow for the second time. Her 
daughter, Miss Emma Eswin, the defendant 
inthe suit, was of the first marriage. She 
is a preposessing young lady of 2, 
and is at present cashier of i the 
Model Restaurant at Seventh and 
St. Charles streets. The mother is now mar. 
ried for the third time,her present husband’s 
name being Neuhause. 

Mrs. Neuhause evinced much feeling against 
her daughter at the hearing of the case, and 
it developed that the trouble between mother 
and daughter began when the mother’s third 
marriage was broached. Miss Eswin 
denied that she had implored her 
mother to deed the property in 
dispute to her, as charged by her mother. 
Part ofthe money with which the property 
was paid was her own, she alleged, and there 
was due from her mother, she held, salary 
for services in her mother’s employ for four 
years since she was 18 years old. The re- 
mainder of the purchase money she regarded 
as a present from her mother. 

Mrs. Neuhause had quite a snug fortune at 
the time of her third marriage, which it de. 
veloped in the hearing of the case has some- 
what diminished since, Miss Eswin stated 
she did not' wish to hold the Lami street 
property from her rothers and sisters, put 
did not wish to give itintothe control of her 
stepfather. Judge Valliant decides against 
the mother. His views on the subject are as

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Survivors of the Sarah Street Horror 
Give Testimony To-Day. 


THE COLORED DRIVER SAID HE SLACKED 
UP AHR CROSSING. 


Manner of ths Investigation Displeasing 
to the Attorney in the Damage Cases 
Against the Railroad-—Ooroner Irwin 
Reviewing the Testimony—What the 
Witnesses Had to Say. 

The Coroner's investigation of the sleigh- 


riding horror at the Sarah street crossing of 
the Wabash was resumed between li and 12 


o’clock to-day. Four witnesses were ex- 
amined, all ot whom were in the ill-fated 


party. Coroner Irwin conducted the ex- 
amination, and his manner of putting 
the questions was by no means 
satisfactory to Attorney Frank Merryman, 
who was present. Mr. Merryman is asso- 
ciated with Gov. Johnson in the prosecution 
of the civil suits against the Wabash, grow- 
ing Out Of the collision. The stenographer in 
the employ of the Coroner suggested 
nine out of every ten questions that 
were asked dy the official inguisitor. 
After asking a question Dr. Irwin would look 
to the stenographer, Mr. Barron, and he 
would promptly suggest the next query. -Mr. 
Barron may have intended to be strictly im- 
partial, but his questions did not strike the 
auditors in that light. 

He was under the impression that he was a 
raliroac attorney. The testimony taken to- 
day will play an important part when the 
damage suits are on trial. 

SINGING AT THE TIME. 

The first witness examined was Frank 
H. Gardiner. a salesman. He 
was inthe sleigh and had the good luck to 
escape with a few slight bruises. He said 
thatthe party took only a few drinks on the 
way, me@kiag only four stops in all. He was 
sitting in the third seat, near the middle, and 
was singing when the crash occurred. He 
did not hear or see the engine unt 
it struck the sleigh. In repiy to a question 
he said he was perfectiy sober at the time 
and remembered everything until he was 
thrown out. He was unconscious for about 
fifteen minutes after the collision, and when 
he recovered he started out to find some 

lace to warm up, ashe was nearly frozen. 

ie did not consider that the noise in the 
sleigh was very loud. 
ONLY A FEW DRINKS. 

Emil F. Haupt, a barkeeper in the employ 
of Koerner, was the next witness. He said 
thatthe party started out to have a merry 
— ride and made the first stop 
at enteenth and Pine strests. ‘*There 

stopped, he said, ‘‘and took 
adrink. Ne also raised a fund ot $40 to pay 
for the sleigh and the incidental expenses. 
Our next stop was at Delmonico’s,where we 
another drink. Most of the boys took 
, though some took liquor. From 
we went through Forest 
then we started to Mr. 
ce. We made a stop a few Dbilocks the 
other side of Foerstel’s, thinking it was his 
place, none of us Deing acquainted in that 
section ofthecity. From there we went to 
Mr. Foerstel’s, where we had a lunch and 
two rounds of drinks. We left Foerstel’s at 
10:15, aad -before we left Mr. Foerstel 
told us we could cut across 
Sarah street to the boulevard. He did 
not see the engine until he heard some one 
cry out a train!“ Thesileigh was then on 
the track and the next instant there was a 
collision. Iwasthrown on the cab of the 
locomotive and so was Mr. Beckley. We 
were helped down and though we were badly 
hurt we limped back to find out how the oth- 
ers had fared.’ Haupt insisted that he did 
not hear the approach ofthe engine at all. 
witness had his arm in a sling and 
walked with the aid of canes. 
SAW IT TOO LATE. ‘ 

Chas. J. Behrens, the next witness, said he 
was sitting with the driver chatting with 
Ohas. Fry when the engine struck the siecigh. 
He saw the headlight when it was too late to 
avert the accident. He had sustained a se- 
vere shaking up anda nervous shock which 
bad rendered him unfit for business ever 
since the accident. 

THE DRIVER TESTIFIES. 

Henry Stevenson, the colored driver, was 
the last witness called. He testified that he 
had been a driver for eight years and always 
made it a point tobe very careful. In repiy 
to one of Coroner iIrwin’s questions de said 
he took but three glasses of beer while he 
was out withthe sieighing party. He said 
that when he approached the ng he 
siacked up his horses almost toa walk and 
looked to the east and west but saw no train. 
He said there were houses and hilis which 
obstructed his vision on the west side. Be- 
Heving that there was no train coming he 
whipped up the borses to get a start 
over the rails. The first two horses had

What Director Abell Thinks of Base Ball 
Managers.

The Brooklyn Magnate Does Not Think » 
There Will Be Any Money Made in Base 
Ball This Season—Joe Choynski Win 
Force Peter Maher to Fight Him—Sport- 
ing News. : 


Director Abell of the Brooklyn Ball Club, 
who holds a controlling interest in that ag - 
gregation, having forced out J. J. Doyle, 
with whom he has been at loggerheads for 
some time past, was interviewed the other 
dhy on the future of the sport by a New York 


reporter. 

None ofthe clubs in the newly formed 

Twelve-club League will make any money 
this season; those who come out even may 
consider themselves lucky,’’ said Abell. 
‘*Take, for instance, our club,the Brooklyns. 
Our salary ust will probably be within $2,000 
of Boston’s total, and we have a double rent 
to pay because our lease on the old ground 
does not expire until next January. Evenif 
our team played good, winning ball, and-I 
expect it will, we have to contend with our 
bad luck of last year, for we had a nine 
second to none In the National League, in my 
opinion; but, confound them, they wouldn't 
play ball. This year the authority and man- 
agement over the players will be closer 
drawn and more defined, and no 
nonsense will be tolerated. But 
this has nothing to do with the 
season’s prospects. For the first time in 
three years the men who have put up the 
money for base ball have some guarantee 
that there isaknotatthe end of the string, 
and nota loop, as you know was the case 
during 9 and 91. The Twelve-club League 
is a good step inthe right direction, but lam 
afraid it will prove too unwieldly for long 
continuance. I hope not, but it may end in an 
Eastern and Western League, each playing 
forits own championship during two-thirds 
of the season, and for the world’s champion- 
ship the remainder. In my estimation 
the Twelve League Clubs are, or will De, 
nearly of equal strength, and the contest for 
the championship will be an exceedingly in- 
teresting one. I don’t think that the manag- 
ers of the New Yorks are keeping up their 
end, but there is plenty of time, and I look 
for some surprisesinthat direction. There 
is one curious thing about base ball, and that 
is the peculiar methods adopted by those en- 
gaged initfinancially. For instance, take 
Danny Richardson. He has been given to 
Washington, yet the New Yorks are trying to 
get him. Ifthey don’t succeed, and I don't 
think they will, I understand he will be in- 
duced not to play ball at the outset, 80 
that they can buy his release. No, I hold 
some stock in the New York Club, not much; 
but HI was Mr. Barnié, and Danny did not 
come up to the mark I’d give him a furlough, 
pay him his salary and bury him, as theat- 
rical managers do sometimes with leading 
actors, and so keep him out of the New 
Yorks. Next year I would reserve him again, 
and by that time Danny. might find that $2,000 
would be about his figure. 

How different is the base ball business 
conducted from thatof any ordinary enter- 
prise. Now, if I was to go down to Mr. Spald- 
ing and ask him for an option on 1,000 bicycles 
fora year at a certain price, and he gave it, 
I wouldn't ask him for a scratch ofa pen, be 
cause I know his word would stand. But ft 1 
went to talk to him about a player, and he 
accepted my terms, I would want every- 
thing down in black and white, not thatI 
belleve he would lie, but because in base 
ball nothing goes unless it is signed, 
sealed and delivered. It seems strange to 
me, being a man accustomed to saying what 
I mean and doing just what I say I will do to 
find men, who collectively have invested 
nearly three millions of hard dollars in the 
business, indulging in all sorts of queer 
methods. The sportisan honest one, and 
the games are always played on their merits. 
Thatis the charm about it for those who 
pay to witness the contests. But having 
invested their money and taken the 
chance of losing it. some of these man- 
agers deliberately injure their own interests 
by queer dealings, It is this fact that 
gives the player his advantage. I sign 
a man for $3,000, and along comes the man- 
ager of another ciub, and offers him $500 
more and encourages him to break his con- 
tract with me ortells him to sulk. What’s 
the consequence? The player’s sense of 
honor is bluntedand inthe end the game is 
injured, Here is a class of men who undoubt- 
ediy at their trade, if they have any, could 
probably earn from $800 to $1,000 a yeur, and 
some of them I know did not earn $600, ox 
pect from $3,000 to $5,000 for a single season, to 
live at the best hotels and to be carried al! 
over the country without expense. How few 
men ofreal talent are able to command such 
salaries. Base ball, to endure, must be car- 
ried on at a lower scale of salaries. 1 donot 
advocate a fixed price orlimit. I would pay 
a man according to his merit, but to pay a 
man at the rate of $30a game is a little too 
much. Therefore Il say the scale of salaries 
must come down toa reasonable Umit or cap- 
italists will allow some other set of fools * 
pay the shot.

Test of Speed Between English and 
American Ships. 

NEW Tonk, Feb. 1,—The big, four-masted 
wooden Vessel Shenandoah was sighted off 
Sandy Hook Saturday coming into port. 
She sailed from Havre, France, on Christmas 
evening in company with the Swanhilda, 
a British ship on her maiden voyage. 
Before getting out it had been agreed 
between the captains of the vessels 


to make the race of the voyage to this port 
for a stake of $10,000 a side. 

The race has been won by the Shenandoah. 
The Swapnhilda has not been reported. She 
is a brig Ship and was built on the Clyde.
